Responsibility 

An elder statesman, long in 
Washington, asked to evaluate 
the first 60 days of the Eisen- 
hower administration, said: 

“I have never known a man 
who more wants to do a good 
job than President Eisenhower. 
His cabinet is working. hard and 
sincerely seeking to make a suc- 
cess of things. 

“But the Republicans in the 
Congress have not yet learned 
they have the responsibility of 
like action. They cannot realize 
they are in power. They continue 
to seek for some way to hit back 
at*Truman, or even at Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. They act as if they 
were still the minority party in 

opposition. 

‘' “Some of the GOP inter-party 
squabbles are downright embar- 
rassing,’’ continued the elder 
statesman. ‘‘They fight and 
quarrel with one another, losing 
their tempers, and put their own 
prejudices to work against presi- 
dential policy. There are no 
signs of this abating. It is a 
serious matter now, and if this 
factionalism should grow worse, 
it might easily nullify all the sin- 
cerity and hard work by the 
President and his cabinet. 

“If this administration should 
fail,”” he continued, ‘“‘it will not 
be succeeded by one headed by a 
Taft or an Eisenhower, or by a 
Stevenson or a Truman. It will 
be succeeded by a much more 
radical one, and we would have 
a great push toward socialism, 
with its stifling bureaucracy.”’ 


Taft 

‘‘How about Senator Taft?’ I 
asked. 

“No Republican has _ co-op- 
erated more with the President 
than Senator Taft,”’ he said. ‘‘He 
is not too happy about some of 
the Dewey influence, but he is 
giving: the President every co- 
operation. j 

“He does so,”’ he added, ‘‘be- 
cause of what I have just told 
you. I believe he has put aside 
any presidential ambition of his 
own and is working to make 
this Republican administration a 
success because he knows that 
- jts failure will produce, not a 
Democratic Party victory, but a 
far move to the left, which 
would shake’ and change our po- 
litical systems. So Bob Taft, 
’ while not always happy, is serv- 
ing the Republican Party and 
the Eisenhower administration 
with all he has. If the Republi- 
' ean factions in the Congress are, 
at last, disciplined into responsi- 
bility, he will be the man re- 
sponsible. If he should prove un- 
able to do this, then the Presi- 
dent will have to remember his 
own great prestige and the con- 
fidence in which the people hold 
him, and go to them with his 
story and his problem.”

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Let’s Listen to 
Baruch’s Wisdom 


Bernard Baruch has been right so 
many times that we’ve lost count. As 
an adviser to Congress and Presidents, 
he has proved himself to be one of our 
most valuable citizens. More ofter 
than not, when his advice has been dis- 
regarded later events proved him to 

have been right. 
| That’s why his statement before the 
Senate banking and currency commit- 
tee Monday calling for standby au- 
thority and machinery for economic 
controls to be set up for instant use in 
an emergency carries such great weight. 

We have only to look at what hap- 
pened after outbreak of the Korean 
War to see the value of his reasoning. 
Then, Mr. Baruch called for immediate 
controls. However, Congress haggled 
for months and then it -was additional 
months before controls actually were 
in operation. By that time, the situa- 
tion was out of hand and we have paid 
for it in disastrous inflation and added 
costs of defense. 

Like most of us, Mr. Baruch is op- 
posed to government controls in time 
of peace. However, we know that in 
time of war they are necessary. So, 
with his vast experience and great wis- 
dom, Mr. Baruch asks: “Are we to take 
the elementary precaution of writing 
into law now what we know woud 
have to be done in event of emergency? 
Or shall we neglect this vital measure 
of defense, and, in doing so, increase 
the risk of war, add to the toll of dead 
and wounded if war does come and 
make inflation certain—all needlessly?’ 


He warns that “to wait is to die.” 
He adds that the pattern of any mo- 
bilization “is set by the very first de- 
cision. When war breaks or seems 
imminent, the normal workings of sup- 
‘ply and demand suddenly go haywire. 
Speculators and hoarders rush in to 
corner materials they believe will be 
scarce. Prices skyrocket. It is not too 
long before the economy is out of con- 
trol.” 

We have witnessed these things hap- 
pening. We know they do happen. We 
also know that our economy has been 
battered rather terrifically in two wars. 
Why, indeed, should we not set up a 
standby program that we know we 
must have in time of emergency or 
war? 

And the time to accept such advice 
from Elder Statesman Baruch is now.

May Atlanta Have 
Respectable Campaign 


The starting gun in the City of At- 
lanta’s 1953 primary election was fired 
early Monday with the opening of the 
entry lists. By next Saturday noon, 
when the lists close, opposition is ex- 
pected in each of the 27 races for city 
office, from the mayor’s seat to school 
board membership. 

After qualification, there will be 45 
days of active campaigning up to the 
eve of the May 13 election. The people 
will enjoy it, all the sound and fury 
concomitant to their periodic privilege 
of choosing the officers by whom they 
will be governed. The 1953 primary 
will create unusual interest because it 
is the first full dress vote under the 
Plan of Improvement. 

As was expected after the city ex- 
ecutive committee arbitrarily suspended 
a vote on its own membership, the com- 
mittee secretary refused to qualify can- 
didates for committee posts. . The as- 
pirants have carried their request to 
the court, as is their right. 

Once the ticket is complete, our fer- 
vent hope is that all candidates will 
make their races clean and fair, that 
they will refrain from smearing the is- 
sues with the brushes of personality 
and race. 

An election is democracy in action. 
The conduct of an election campaign 
reflects a people’s ability at self-gov- 
ernment. 

Let’s make Atlanta’s clean and de- 
cent, worthy in every respect of a clean 
and decent city.

Would Ike-Malenkov 
Talks Be ‘Secret’? 


The UN, as well as many other 
sources within and without this coun- 
try, feel that a conference between 
President Eisenhower and the new 
Russian premier, Malenkov, would be 
a good thing. Although all of us favor 
negotiations that would lead to an eas- 
ing of the tensions in the cold war, 
experience of the past would lead us to 
approach any such:meeting with ex- 
treme caution. 

Agreements with Stalin were as so 
much mabe. We, therefore, must ex- 


pect the same from his successor. Un- 
til Malenkov shows a willingness to 
live up to commitments, we would be 
foolish to accept anything except iron- 
clad contracts. 

And then, too, the GOP Congress 
seems intent upon campaigning from 
now on out on the conferences Roose- 
velt and Truman held with Stalin. 


Does it not follow that any: other 
negotiations or “‘secret” agreements by 
their Republican successor would be 
seized upon as avidly by the Demo- 
crats? It seems that the only thing 
that would satisfy some members of 
Congress would be for Malenkov to 
come to Washington and personally 
negotiate with each member thereof. 
And that, of course, is not likely. 

One thing would favor Eisenhower, 
however, in any conference with Mal- 
enkov. After the Roosevelt-Truman 
experiences, he should be able cer- 
tainly to avoid such carefully laid traps 
as the wily Stalin set. However, it would 
be much more difficult to avoid those 
set by the McCarthys in Congress to 
discredit anything and everything of a 
constructive nature that any adminis- 
tration in power tries. 

At any rate, the GOP Congress is 
in a peculiar position of being opposed 
to negotiations with the Communist 
dictator under the Democratic Presi- 
dents, while it must now make up its 
mind about whether to approve such 
negotiations under a Republican. Un- 
der the circumstances, the resolution 
scoring “secret” agreements appears 
even more ill-timed and should be al- 
lowed to expire quietly.

WASHINGTON, 
Bohlen may be the man the President and 
the Secretary of State think is qualified to 
go to Moscow at this time as the American 
ambassador because he speaks Russian and 
has some diplomatic experience. But a lot 


‘of Americans will wonder if someone else 


who was not entangled in the controversies 
of the previous administration might better 
have been chosen. 


For the record of the part that Alger 
Hiss played at Yalta as given by Bohlen in 
his testimony either indicates that the late 
Edward R. Stettinius, in his book on Yalta, 
made a faulty presentation or that Bohlen 
is much more concerned with minimizing 
the part played by Alger Hiss than in giv- 
ing the same picture that Stettinius did. 

At the outset of his testimony to the 
Senate foreign relations committee, Mr. 
Bohlen said the Stettinius book ‘‘is a scru- 
pulously accurate account of what actually 
transpired at Yalta.’’ But what Mr. Bohlen 
said later on isn’t quite in accord with what 
the Stettinius book indicates. 

Thus, Mr. Bohlen says Mr. Hiss dealt 
with United Nations affairs at Yalta ‘‘and 
confined his activities to that.’’ Mr. Bohlen 
emphasized that Mr. Hiss wasn’t present 
at the Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin meetings, 
but he seems not to have recognized the 
powerful role Hiss played as an adviser to 


President Roosevelt. 


Bohlen said ‘‘Hiss was there, as an 
adviser to the Secretary of State, and his 
part in it dealt virtually exclusively with 
the United Nations business.”’ 


Secretary Stettinius in his, book, on the 
other hand, speaks of reviewing with Mat- 
thews, Hiss and Foote on his way to Yalta 
“the questions reserved for subsequent dis- 
cussion with the President at Malta.”’ 


Writing about the consideration of the 
Polish boundary, Mr. Stettinius says: ‘‘Dur- 
ing one adjournment that afternoon the 
President asked me to get a lawyer to con- 
sult with him over the wording of the Polish 
boundary statement. I called Alger Hiss 
and while the two -ef us were trying to 
work out a solufion for the President, 
Roosevelt suddenly looked up at us and 
said, ‘I’ve got it.’”’ 

Mr. Stettinius had unbounded confidence 
in Alger Hiss, and says he ‘‘always had 
reason to believe that Hiss acted honorably 
and patriotically.”” He adds: 


“Shortly after I became Undersecretary 
of State, I called on the FBI to conduct a 
security examination of the State depart- 
ment. Assistant Secretary of State G. How- 
land Shaw served as liaison with the FBI 
during this examination. I never heard of 
any questioning of Mr. Hiss’ loyalty.”’ 

What are the facts? Whittaker Cham- 
bers in his book says he told about Hiss in 
1939 to Assistant Secretary of State Adolph 
Berle, who talked to President . Roosevelt 
about it, and the latter pooh-poohed it. 
Then in 1941 the. FBI took up the trail 
against Hiss.

Small Business 


Needs a Friend 


WASHINGTON—Small business is truly 

a feller that constantly needs a friend in 

this maze of a city to see that it gets some 

share of the billions of business at the dis- 

posal of our government, which is now the 

world’s largest buyer of 

machinery, equipment, 

supplies and_~ services. 

At stake, in fact, is the 

actual survival of small 

business. During the

Many small 

businesses, on the other hand, disappeared; 

either just gave up the ghost, or surren- 

dered and sold out to the giants. That is a 

distinctly unhealthy trend toward monopoly 

which is a threat to our supposed free 
economy. 


What it takes here is somebody who 
will stick up and fight constantly with the 
contracting agencies of the various mili- 
tary services. That somebody has been 
around in what is called the Small De- 
fense Plants Administration, an independ- 
ent agency created by Congress in July, 
1951. 

The task still is hard, and the issue of 
a continuing and alert spokesman here for 
small business is up for decision right now 
and in a double-barreled way. In the first 
place, the SDPA expires under law on 
July 1, unless extended, and, secondly, the 
RFC, which has been a chief source of 
small business financing, is apparently due 
for abolition by Congress in the near future. 


There is no question, seemingly, that 
some sort of agency to protect and promote 
small business’ interest will be continued. 
The argument is over its nature, its power,. 
and whether it will be, independent or 
stashed away in a regular government de- 
partment. The President now is under 
pressure from sponsors of various pro 
posals.

Cole as Housing Administrator Is 


Like John L. Lewis as W age Head 


Mt. Vernon, N. Y.—President Eisen- 
hower has appointed ex-Congressman Al- 
bert M. Cole of Kansas to be administrator 
of the Housing and Home Finance Agency 
which handles our public housing program. 
The federal housing program is the only 
agency through which low-income people 
can get decent, modern housing. 

Mr. Cole is a strong and determined 
opponent of public housing, on the ground 
that it will lead to socialism. He asserted 
in a speech in the House on Jan. 22, 1949, 
when the housing program was being de- 
bated, “It tends to destroy our govern- 
ment. ... A very interesting thing is that 
in 1928, before either Democrats or Repub- 


licans thought about it, the Communist 
Party included public housing in its pro- 
gram.’” Thus he attempted to insinuate 
that public housing will lead to communism 
and is in fact communistic. 


Mr. Cole is so reactionary on housing 
and other issues that he was one of the 
few Republican congressmen to be defeated 
by a Democrat in the recent election, de- 
spite the Eisenhower sweep. 

Appointing such a man as Mr. Cole to 
head the government’s housing program is 
like appointing John L. Lewis to run the 
Wage Stabilization Board, or making Wil- 
liam Z. Foster, or some other Communist, 
chairman of the government’s Loyalty Re- 
view Board.

And Now Reality 


I am writing these words on the came 
pus of Wofford College in Spartanburg, 
S. C. A story keeps coming to my mind. 


Once a man was looking through some old 
keepsakes and found a picture of a boy. 
For a long time he looked at that picture 
and thought about it. He thought of the 
dreams and ideals of that boy, of the kind 
of man he wanted to aro. up to be. Then 
he kept asking, “Have = 

I kept faith with that 

boy?” For it was a 

picture of himself. 

As I walked the 
paths of this campus. 
this week I have been 
looking closely at a stu- 
dent who was here 
exactly 20 years ago. 

I remember him well— 

tall and skinny, not too 

serious and liked a good 

time. Some of the ministerial students felt 
he was not very pious, and he wasn't. I 
remember the night he- got his fraternity 
pin. How proud he was, and the next day 
he mailed it to a pretty girl back in Geor- 
gia. He didn’t get his pin back until he 
married the girl. 

I have visited the room in the dormitory 
where he roomed and thought of-the ‘‘bull 
sessions’”’ that were held there nightly. I 
remember how he would wait until late at 
night to study and would go to class sleepy 
the next morning. How the dean repri- 
manded him severely for cutting chapel. I 
remember the letters from the girl back 
in Georgia. The boys called such letters 
*‘sugar reports.’’ 

Mostly though I have been dreaming the 
dreams that he dreamed. He had only one 
ambition and that was to be a preacher. 
He believed that the problems of the per- 
son and of the world would be solved if 
only people knew the real Jesus. He 
thought of Jesus as a friendly, happy man 
who liked to go to parties and who loved 
little children. Of Jesus who was kind to 
those who had sinned but who harshly con- 
demned hypocrisy. 

Twenty years have gone by and the man 
is now painfully conscious of the fact that 
his accomplishments have not measured up 
to the dreams of the boy. He has been 
a preacher those years, but not as good a 
preacher as the boy wanted him to be. 
There have been times when he has not 
represented his Christ as he might have. 
He has said and done things he should 
not have; sometimes he has manifested 
an unchristian spirit. 

This week some lines from Edwin Mark- 
ham have come to mind: ‘Ah, great it is 
to believe a dream—As we stand in youth 
by the starry stream;—But greater it is to 
fight life through,—And to say at the end, 
‘The dream is true.’ ”’ 


I am here to conduct Religious Empha- 
sis Week, to preach to the students and to 
counsel privately with many. I have talked 
to them about Christ and their relationship 
with Him. But all week I have been ask- 
ing myself, ‘‘Have I kept faith with that 
boy’s dreams?’’

Youths, 19, 
Face April 
Draft Here 


Georgia’s April draft quota will 
be partially filled with ‘ 19-year- 
olds for the first time since the 
outbreak of the Korean War. 

Legally 18%-year-olds are eli- 
gible for draft but this will be the 
first time Georgia has had to 
dip into the 19-year-old group to 
fill the quota, Lt. Col. William 
Crawford, state procurement of- 
ficer for Selective Service said. 

Colonel Crawford believes that 
only a few 19-year-olds will be 
needed to reach the April quota <4 
of approximately 1,000 but more | 
may be needed later. 

The Georgia boards have fol- 
lowed a policy of calling only 
men in the 20 to 26 age group: 
as long as possible Crawford’ 
stated. 

Georgia has obtained its quota 
in the last few months by re- 
examining 4-F’s and finding 
enough older men eligible. Older 
men are always called first, the 
official explained. 

Crawford emphasized that the 
policy of calling 19-year-olds was 
originated in Washington.

McCarthy said that he under- 
stood that in the foreign relations 
committee hearing on the Bohlen 
nomination Senator Wiley had 
mentioned the possibility of using 
a lie detector but that ‘“‘the op- 
position to this was led by Sena- 
tor Humphrey of Minnesota.” 

Humphrey was not present. 
Senator Taft, who himself is a 
member of the foreign relations 
committee, already had been ir- 
ritated and now he was red with 


anger. 

“T want to know,” cried Taft, 
‘“‘whether the Senator from Wis- 
consin is aware that J. Edgar 
Hoover is absolutely opposed to 
the lie detector, regards it as 
of no possible use whatsoever, 
and that he in fact is ‘‘leader of 
the opposition to its use?’”’

A rigorous effort to locate cases 
of venereal disease by both fed- 
eral and state governments and 
industry has also reduced the 
number of cases, Harris said. He 
especially cited premarital blood 
tests as a good method for locat- 
ing disease.

The dinner will 
be sponsored by the Conference 
of State and Provincial Public 
Health Laboratory Directors.

Chlorophyll Stirs 
Widespread Debate 


Since the introduction of 
chlorophyll, green has become 
a magic color and the market 
has been flooded with toiletries, 
cosmetics, and other products 
containing this substance. The 
list includes toothpastes, mouth 
washes, shampoos, gum, loz- 
enges, dog food, and even espe- 
cially treated socks and foam 
rubber insoles. 


Chlorophyll was a natural in 
more ways than one because 
many manufacturers believe 
that something new must he 
added to their wares every few 
years if they are to remain in 
business. 


Impartial and reliable re- 


search is needed on the chloro- - 


phyll topic because numerous 
questions remain unanswered 
and too much of the ‘‘proof’’ 
has been subjective rather than 
objective. The food and drug 
administration may be _ influ- 
ential along this line. 

Opinions vary on the benefit 
of chlorophyll. - Some author- 
ities question its value; others 
assert that the amount used in 
various preparations is. too 
small to be effective. Still 
others have infinite faith in the 
substance. 

The scoffers claim that most 
of the experimental work done 
on the deodorizing effect has 
been poorly controlled. Manu- 
facturers of green toothpaste, 
for example, give atl the credit 
to chlorophyll but say nothing 
about the fact that brushing 
removes debris from between 
the cracks and crevices of the 
teeth. 

Again, studies on body odor 
have shown that soap and wa- 
ter still are the best deodoriz- 
ing procedure. Which one de-

serves the credit, for example, 
when a person bathes regu- 
larly and also takes chloro- 
phyll? Nevertheless, much evi- 
dence points to the fact that 
chlorophyll in proper concen- 
tration has some power to elim- 
inate odors. 

A physician from The Nether- 
lands found chlorophyll effec- 
tive in relieving the stench of 
ozena, a distressing nasal con- 
dition. More than a decade ago 
an article appeared describing 
the deodorizing function of 
chlorophyll surgical dressings. 

A somewhat similar dressing 
relieved the itching and odor 
associated with fungus  infec- 
tion among our soldiers in the 
South Pacific. There also is 
considerable variation in opin- 
ions of chlorophyll as an anti- 
septic; some surgeons thought 
it speeded the healing of 
wounds, bedsores, and infected 
burns.

markable process but chloro 
phyll products are surrounded 
with too much mystery and 


commercialism to be of interest 
to the average physician. The 
commercial variety is a deriva- 
tive of this substance and, in 
addition, many manufacturers 
are secretive about the exact 


chemical formula in their prod- 
ucts. 

This is one of the stumbling 
blocks in doing impartial re- 
search. In concentrated form 
the substance may be useful 
but just because cosmetics con- 
tain this material or are green 
in color this does not mean 
that they will do all that the 
manufacturers claim. Time 
usually solves such problems 
because good products last and 
those that are overexaggerated 
fall by the wayside.
